MTLK 
TESTS. 


The relative composition of milk gives 
us an idea of the amount of nourishment 
obtained from it. 
Tliere is usually about 
eighty-seven per cent, of water, 
with 
about thirteen per cent, of solids. These 
solids 
are 
the nutritious part of 
the 
liquid, and they consist of fat or butter, 
casein or cheese, milk, sugar and certain 
sa>rs. 
Milk is thus naturally more valu- 
able when it possesses greater 
quantities 
of these solids. 
We often speaic of 
the 
richness of milk, and this means that it 
contams a larger proportion of fat solid 
than any of the other substances. 
Al- 
though this fat is the most volualile com- 
mercially, the casein has as muc'.i real 
nutritious value. 


The value of milk, however, is rat'j<l 
by its amount of fat or cream, and this 
has been brought about largely by the 
general production of butter, to 
which 
most milk is used. 
The other 
sohd 
svbstances scarcely receive any rating at 
all. 
j\Iilk that will show a test of twice 
as much fat as another lot is valued 
at 
just so much more. 
Some cows, 
and 
even herds, vary in the amount of this 
fat produced in the milk, and the ani- 
mals and breeds have come to be 
rated 
according to the amount of fat which 
they produce in their milk.—American 
Dairvman. 


A150UT SELECTING T i l E 
FLOCK. 


Selecting 
means a little more 
than 
culling the Hock, and is the most direct 
and reliable way of improvement. 
The 
ilockowner that expects to improve his 
sheep by buying all his good sheep will 
have to keep on doing so. 
The import- 
ance of having a well-defined standard 
of a proper sheep for the business in- 
tended and the circumstances surround- 
ing the plant cannot be overestimated. 
Without this standard all the selection is 
guesswork. 
A Missouri sheep-breeder 
When leghorns want to sit 
they 
had an expert select his flock on the 
^ 


basis of fleece excellence. 
The results 


examinations have been made of 
the; 
fruit and foliage of sprayed trees at vari- 
ous intervals after spraying which in- 
dicate that after the water liag evaporated 
the 
poison 
soon 
entirely 
disappears, 
either through being blown off bv tho 
wind or washed oiT by rains, so that after 
iiftecn days hardlj the minutest trace can 
be discovered. 


In the line of actual experiment as in- 
dicating the very flnely divided state oi 
the poison and the extreme small quan- 
tity which is used to each tree, Professor 
A. J. Oook, of the Michiiran Agricultural 
College, has conducted some striking ex- 
periments. 
A thick paper was placed! 
under an apple tree which was thoroughly 
sprayed on a windy day, so that thedrip- 
pmg was 
rather excessive. 
After tho^ 
dripping had ceased, the paper (covering 
a space of seventy-tive square feet) was 
analyzed and f u-tentho of a grain oi 
arsenic was found. 


The whole matter was well summed up 
by Professor Riley in a recent 
lecture 
before the Lowell Institute in Boston, in 
which he said: 
*'The latest sensational 
report of this kind was the rumor emana- 
tinir from London within the last few 
weeks that American apples were being 
rejected for fear that their use was iiu- 
sale.' If we consider for a moment how 
minute is the quantity of arsenic that can. 
under the most favorable circumstances 
remain in the calyx of an apple we shall 
see at once how absurd this fear is, for 
even if the poison that originally killed 
the worm remained intactone would have- 
to cut many barrels of apples at a meal to* 
get enouga to poison a human beinjr. 


Moreover, much of the poison is washed 
oil by rain, and some of it is thrown off 
by natural growth of the apple, so that 
there is as a rule nothing left of the 
poison in the g.irnered fruit. 
Add to 
this the further fact that few people eat 
apples raw without cutting away the- 
calyx and stem ends, 
the 
only 
parts 
where any poison could under the most 
favorable circumstances remain, and that^ 
these parts are always cut away in cook- 
ing, and we see how utterly groundless- 
are any fears of injury and how useless- 
any prohibitive measures against Ameri-. 
can apples 
on this score.—New York 
World.

were the next clip brought four cents a 
pound more in price than the former 
clip had brought, though wools were 
lower in pnce than the 
former year. 
There are other points that should be 
considered 
besides the 
fleeces. 
The 
size, form, symmetry, thrift, early ma- 
turity, feeding, and breeding qualities 
are among the most important cHarac- 
teristics in a cood flock, but they are 
not all; there is more in quiet handling, 
domestic 
qualities 
than 
is 
generally 
recognized, 
A nervous, fussy sheep can 
never be the most 
useful, and 
these 
qualities in a flock are very objection- 
able. 


The rule with most sheepmen is to 
select the flock either at shearing or tup- 
ping season; both are proper, but 
the 
better plan is to keep a dish of lamp- 
black or Prussian blue on hand to mark 
objectionable animals whenever suflicient 
cause, for condemnation is discovered. 
Instead 
of 
selecting once or twice 
a 
year, practice it every day "with unre- 
mitting vigilance. 
No matter how good 
a sheep may be in one or two points, if 
it is not a paying sheep it should 
be 
discarded and one put in its place that 
will pay.—American Farmer.

Milk 
r o n d e n 
The 
recent invention of a 
German 
agriculturist is attracting attention as a 
convenient substitute for condensed milk. 
He claims to have solved the problem of 
preserving milk in a solid state for an in- 
deflnite period. 
His milk powder, speci- 
mens of which have been exhibited at 
agricultural exhibitions in Germany is 
prepared from skimmed milk, and it is 
said to contain about thirty per cent, of 
albuminous matter, or about seven per 
cent, more than meat of good quality. 
The powder is easily fiolublo in lour or 
Ave parts of hot water, and can be used 
with great ease for the preparation 
of 
cocoa and other beverages, or incorpora- 
ted with ¡jotuto flour fur confectionery 
purposes and the like. 
In case the in- 
vention turns out to be all that is claimed 
for it, this will create an increased de- 
mand for milk and inaugurate a new in-« 
dustry that cannot but prove advantage- 
ous to tl^G iuruier.—Farm, 
Ji'ielci and 
Stockman» 


TIIK SAFETY OP ARSENiCATi SmAYXNG. 


Rirmer & bulletin No. 7 of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture treats of the prac- 
tice, 
methods and effects of spraying 
fruit trees for insect pests and fungus dis- 
eases. 
The fact that the compounds as 
generally used are slightly poisonous in 
their character has led some persons to 
express apprehension lest their applica- 
tion should injure the fruit for consump- 
tion, 
When Jreshly mixed, either Lon- 
don jjurple or Paris green may be applied 
to apple, plum and other fruit trees, ex* 
cept the peach, at the rate of one pound 
to 15(J to 
gallons of water, the latter 
amount being recommended for the plum. 
If used on the peach, lime water should 
be ad'Jed at the rate of about two gallons 
to lUO gallons of the poison, otherwise 
tho foliage will be injured. 


In the use of Pans green or London 
purple the only dandier lies in having the 
poison about a farm or plantation in bulk. 
In the case of spraying apple orchards foi 
the codling moth there is scarcely a pos- 
sibility of injury to the consumer of tho 
fruit. 
A mathematical computation will 
quickly show that where tho poison is 
u&ed in the proportion of one pound to 
l3vjU gallons of water (the customary pro- 
portion) the arsenic will bo so distributed 
through the water that it will be impos- 
sible for a suflicient quantity to collect 
upon any given apple to have the slight- 
est injurious eilect upon the 
consumer.

bitten, and some that did not show sign®' 
of being bitten, developed unmistakable 
evidences of rabies. 


The value of pure bred and registered 
sheep will be apparent and 
appreciated 
only when the condition is kept up to 
the highest notch. 
Otherwise all thoi 
time and money put into good stock is 4 
total waste. 
Keep this in mind. 


After a young orchard has begun t o 
grow attention should be given to the 
shape which tho heads assume. 
A sym- 
metrical form can be preserved by rub- 
bing off tbo needless shoots when an inch 
or two long, as this is much easier than 
to cut off limbs with a saw after they 
have grown large.

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The New Voting 
System. 


Now that it has been 
determined 
just what the form of the official ballot 
for the coming election shall be, about 
the best work the party committees and 
other organisations can do is to see 
that the voters are made familiar with 
the appearance and character 
of the 
ballot they will be required to mark. It 
is unfortunate that the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth should have sent out, 
as he did months ago, a form of ballot 
that was not to stand the test, as a 
^reat deal now has to be unlearned. 


The new form does not in any way 
increase the complications of the ballot, 
-Any citizen of the most ordinary intel- 
ligence, if able to read the names, can 
get along with it even better than if the 
original form had been retained. 
The 
•system is exactly the same; it only re- 
quires more marks on the ballot if the 
t:itizens warns to vote all the 
way 
through for the candidates of his party, 
and less marks than under the origmal 
form if he wants split his ticket. 
On 
the ballot as it will now be printed a 
'Cross at the party name indicates a 
vote only for the candidates in that 
group. 
It would not include any be- 
low it. 


There will be several groups. 
The 
first group will embrace the nominees 
for elector and other State ofificers, and 
below this will be groups for county 
officers, and other groups for district 
candidates, with the party name above 
each group. 
All that is required is 
that the voter shall go down the col 
umn and put a mark opposite the party 
name over each group if he wants to 
split his vote on any group he will 
mark the name of the candidates of 
whichever party 
he 
prefers in 
that 
group. 
Or, if he wishes to vote for all 
the candidates of the other party in a 
particular group, he need only mark 
the other party name over that group 
just as he marks his own party name 
over the other groups he desires to vole.

If the orig- 
inal form of ballot had been used the 
citizen who wished to vote for even a 
single candidate not in his own party 
list would 
have 
been compelled 
to 
mark some 
forty names 
separately. 
Now he will be able to vote around 
with substantially the same number of 
marks required for a straight 
ticket. 
Chairman Reeder's success in securing 
the change 
has really simplified the 
whole system to the voter. 


One of the greatest mistakes is in 
making it api>ear that the new method 
is a complicated one which is certain 
to bother the voter. 
The change from 
the old method is considerable in many 
particulars, but there is nothing in it 
to embarrass any voter with

There will be sample 
ballots and full printed instructions at 
every polling place, and when the cit- 
izen has once been through the process 
he will be surprised to find how simple 
and direct it is.

no mistakes.

Wclecting Bad Coins. 


^'Here's the way we test coins in 
tho 
Treasury." 
And 
the expert 
swiftly 
poised the dollar piece horizontally on 
the top of his forefinger, holding tho 
thumb a quarter of an inch away "from 
it and gave it a brisk tap with another 
coin. 
A clear, silvery ring sounded out. 
'*Good, but here; listen;" and he re- 
peated the operation with another coin 
that gave out a dull, heavy clink that 
ceased 
almost 
as soon as it 
began. 
'•Type metal and lead; moulded, "too. 
That is a wretched counterfeit." 
'«How 
do you tell that it was moulded?" 
Ho 
held the two coins so that the light 
struck on their edges. 
'«Just comp'are 
the reeding, will you, or 
milling, as 
most people call it. 
In this genuine 
coin this is very clear and sharp cut; in 
tho counterfeit it is coarse and dull. 
That is because moulded instead of be- 
ing 
stamped 
in cold metal, like 
the 
Government coins." 
Why do the coun- 
terfeiters not use the same cold process?" 
*'It costs too much and makes too much 
noise. 
With a mould, you see, a coun- 
terfeiter can carry on his work in a gar- 
ret, and if a policeman comes in he can 
shy the whole outfit out of the window. 
But it takes great power to run a die. 
Still some high-fiying counterfeiters do 
use them, and their work 
is 
usually 
harder to detect, though it is never so 
perfect as that of'the Government Mint." 
''What is the surest test for counterfeit 
coin for popular use?" 
*'Tho looks of 
the reeding, as I was telling you—the 
milling, by tho way, is on tho face of 
the coin, and not on the edge, as most 
people think. 
That's the surest 
and 
easiest thing, but of course other tests 
have to bo used, especially for weight 
and thickness. 
A little scale for weight 
and measure is tho handiest thing to set- 
tle that. 
Then, for plated coin, a drop 
of acid squirted on the edge where the 
plating wears most will chow up the 
baso metal in a hurry." 
"What acid do 
you use?" 
'«For gold coin a mixture of 
strong nitric acid Gj drams, 
muriatic 
acid lifteen drops, and water five drams, 
is used; for silver, twenty-four grains of 
nitrate of ¿ilver and thirty drops of ni- 
tric acid, with one ounce of water. 
One 
drop is sufficient. 
If the coin is heavily 
plated we scrape it a little before put- 
ting on the acid."—Springfield liepub- 
lican*
